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MARKET  REVIEW 

By  the  last  week  of  July  much  progress  had  been  made  in  reorienting 
the  sugar  market  to  sources  of  offshore  sugar  other  than  Cuba,  an  ad- 
justment brought  about  by  the  amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948  and 
the  Presidential  Proclamation  under  it,  both  of  which  were  signed  on 
July  6  . 

Larger  quotas  for  supplying  areas  resulted  from  increases  in  the  ini- 
tial 9,400,000  ton  determination  of  consumers'  sugar  requirements, 
first  to  9,600,000  tons  on  July  8  and  then  to  10,000,000  tons  on  July 
15.  Deficits  in  domestic  offshore  area  quotas  were  prorated  to  main- 
land areas  to  the  extent  of  the  ability  of  the  mainland  areas  to  service 
them.  The  balance  of  such  deficits  of  220,000  tons  was  included  in  the 
allocation  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  to  foreign  countries  issued  on 
July  21 . 

The  purchase  allocation,  which  serves  to  offset  the  reduction  in  the 
Cuban  quota,  greatly  increases  the  quantities  of  sugar  to  be  forthcoming 
from  a  number  of  countries  having  quotas  under  Title  II of  the  Act  and 
provides  for  substantial  quantities  to  come  from  several  other  nearby 
countries  having  supplies  immediately  available  .  (For  details  see  pages 
6  to  21). 

The  New  York  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  in  bags,  duty  added,  was  6.70 
cents  per  pound  on  July  19,  20  and  21,  I960,  compared  with  a  range 
of  5.85  to  6.40  cents  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  Early  in 
July,  the  spot  price  had  been  6.25  cents  but  rose  to  6.55  cents  on  July 
11.  The  N.Y.  wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  rose  to  9.70  cents  per 
pound  July  25,  the  highest  since  1923. 

The  shift  in  sources  of  supply  affects  primarily  the  availability  of 
sugar  through  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  refiners.  Therefore  interest  fo- 
cuses upon  cur  rent  stocks  of  these  refiners  and  the  raw  sugar  supplies 
available  for  delivery  to  them,  particularly  through  the  balance  of  the 
summer.  The  availability  of  offshore  refined  sugar,  which  is  also  of 
interest,  is  discussed  in  the  paragraphs  below  on  inventories  and  de- 
liveries of  sugar  for  direct  consumption. 

As  of  July  16,  Atlantic  and  Gulf  refiners  had  sugar  inventories  totaling 
more  than  700,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  which  about  475,000  tons 
were  raw  sugar.  The  total  represents  five  weeks  distribution  at  the 
relatively  high  recent  rate  and  the  raw  portion  of  the  total  represents 
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about  three  weeks  melt.  In  recent  summers,  inventories  of  these  re- 
finers have  averaged  near  four  weeks  distribution  and  two  weeks  melt. 

Expected  arrivals  of  raw  sugar  during  the  last  half  of  July  would  result 
inafurther  increase  in  stocks  unles s  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  during 
that  period  are  even  larger  than  recent  experience.  During  August  and 
September  about  450,000  tons  of  quota  raw  sugar  are  expected  to  ar- 
rive at  these  refineries  and  about  600,000  tons  of  the  non-quota  pur- 
chase sugar,  providedfor  in  the  allocations  made  July  21,  also  will  be 
available  for  arrival.  Shipping  and  sales  to  refiners  of  a  substantial 
volume  of  the  latter  sugar  already  had  been  arranged  before  the  close 
of  business  on  July  ZZ. 

It  appears  now  that  the  total  quantity  arriving  in  August  may  be  limited 
more  by  refinery  facilities  for  receiving  and  storing  than  by  shipping 
or  availability.  The  August-September  total  availability  for  arrival  of 
about  1 ,  0 50 ,  000  tons  exceeds  by  about  Z5,000  tons  the  five  year  aver- 
age deliveries  of  these  refineries  for  the  same  period.  Thus,  their 
stocks  may  be  expected  to  remain  at  high  levels  through  September. 
The  total  quantity  of  quota  and  non  quota  purchase  sugar  available  to 
refiners  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  exceeds  the  quantity  of  quota 
sugar  available  to  them  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

After  raw  sugar  prices  had  averaged  6.59  for  two  weeks  and  reached 
a  high  of  6 . 70  cents,  an  increase  in  the  wholesale  price  for  refined 
sugar  to  9-70  cents  per  pound  (basis)  was  announced  by  northeast  re- 
finers on  July  ZZ  to  be  effective  at  opening  of  business  on  July  Z5.  An 
earlier  increase  for  the  northeast  territory,  from  9  .  Z0  to  9.40  cents 
announced  in  mid- June,  became  effective  on  July  5.  A  year  ago  at 
this  time  the  comparable  price  was  9.35  cents.  In  the  southeast  the 
basis  price  was  increased  from  9.30  cents  to  9.45  cents  on  July  15 
and  to  9.60  cents  at  opening  of  business  on  July  Z5.  In  the  Chicago- 
West  territory  basis  prices  for  refined  sugar  w^e  increased  0.15  cent 
effective  July  19  and  another  0  .  Z0  cent  on  July  Z5  making  the  price  for 
cane  sugar  9-35  cents  and  for  beet  sugar  9-15  cents.  Allowances  of 
0.10  cent  were  continuing  to  be  made  on  both  cane  and  beet  sugar  de- 
livered to  Illinois,  parts  of  Indiana  and  Wisconsin  and  to  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  The  eastern  beet  sugar  price  became  9-35  cents  on  July 
Z6 ,  reflecting  a  0.Z5  cent  increase  effective  July  19  and  one  of  0.30 
on  the  latter  date.  For  the  Gulf  the  cane  sugar  price  went  up  to  9.50 
cents  on  July  18.  For  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  in  the  Pacific  coast 
territory  an  increase  of  0.Z5  cent  to  9.15  cents  was  effective  July  Z7  . 
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Deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United  States 
through  July  16,  I960  totaled  4 ,  877  ,  000  short  tons,  raw  value,  exceed- 
ing deliveries  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1959  by  170,000  tons. 
Refiners'  deliveries  were  up  169,000  tons  and  beet  sugar  deliveries, 
42,000  tons.  Importers'  deliveries  were  down  almost  enough  to  off- 
set the  increase  in  beet  sugar  deliveries.  Reflecting  the  low  deliver- 
ies through  July  16,  the  supply  of  offshore  direct  consumption  sugar 
available  for  the  balance  of  I960  is  larger  than  deliveries  for  that 
period  in  1959  and  far  larger  than  thatfor  the  comparable  period  of  any 
other  recent  year.  For  the  year  as  a  whole  increases  in  availability 
from  other  areas  compensate  for  much  of  the  60,000  ton  reduction  in 
availability  from  Cuba.  West  Coast  receipts  show  a  small  increase  and 
the  reductionin  East  Coast  receipts  for  the  year  as  a  whole  is  smaller 
than  the  drop  in  deliveries  already  reported.  Price  increases  of  re- 
finers and  beet  processors  becoming  effective  during  the  week  ending 
July  22,  I960  will  contribute  toward  a  continuation  of  the  high  recent 
rate  of  deliveries  for  at  least  another  week  beyond  thos  e  reported  here- 
in for  the  period  through  July  16. 

The  beet  sugar  area  quota  currently  is  2,514,945  tons.  A  total  supply 
of  beet  sugar  of  about  1,900,000  tons  is  available  during  January- 
September  I960  with  processing  of  acropof  record  size  beginning  about 
the  end  of  that  period.  Such  availability  would  permit  deliveries  during 
the  first  three  quarters  of  I960  of  about  1,750,000  tons  or  150,000  tons 
more  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1959.  During  the  week 
ended  July  16  beet  sugar  deliveries  were  65 ,  000  tons  and  the  cumulative 
total  for  I960  was  42,000  tons  above  that  of  last  year.  It  would  be  nec- 
essary for  beet  sugar  deliverie s  to  average  62 ,  000  tons  per  week  during 
the  next  11  weeks  for  marketings  to  reach  1,750,000  tons  during  Jan- 
uary-September. If  this  level  is  attained  and  deliveries  in  the  fourth 
quarter  are  about  20  percent  larger  than  the  641,000  tons  delivered 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1959,  the  area  would  be  able  to  fill  its  quota. 

On  June  23  and  again  on  June  27,  the  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar, 
f.a.s.  Cuba,  sagged  to  2.  85  cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  quotation  since 
August  1959.  During  the  following  three  weeks,  the  price  climbed  50 
points  reaching  3.35  cents  on  July  18  and  3.37  cents  on  July  19 *  the 
highest  level  attained  since  January  5,  1959- 

On  July  7,  the  Cuban  Sugar  Stabilisation  Institute  announced  a  minimum 
selling  price  of  3.25  cents  per  pound  for  raw  sugar.  That  action  fol- 
lowed an  announcement  made  on  June  27,  I960  that  export  permits 
would  not  be  issued  for  the  free  world  quota,  if  the  sales  price  was 
under  3.00  cents  per  pound. 
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On  July  18,  the  Institute  announced  the  sale  of  700,000  tons  of  sugar 
to  the  Soviet  Union  for  I960  delivery,  in  addition  to  the  1,000,000  tons 
previously  sold.  On  July  23  the  sale  (largely  barter)  of  500,000  tons 
to  Communist  China  was  announced.  This  brings  total  Cuban  sugar 
sales  to  Communist  countries  for  I960  delivery  to  2  ,  540  ,  000  long  tons  . 
Sales  to  the  United  States  including  small  amounts  for  re-export  and 
livestock  feed  amounted  to  nearly  2,100,000  Spanish  long  tons. Sales 
to  other  countries  were  estimated  at  about  1,140,000  long  tons  as  of 
June  30,  I960,  based  on  trade  reports.  Local  consumption  require- 
ments for  I960  are  350,000  Spanish  long  tons.  These  figures  add  up 
to  about  6.1  million  tons,  about  400,000  more  than  Cuban  sugar  pro- 
duction in  I960.  Cuba's  effective  carryover  on  January  1,  I960  was 
1,368,000  Spanish  long  tons.  If  all  sales  reported  to  date  can  be  ex- 
ported before  the  end  of  the  year  slightly  less  than  1  million  Spanish 
long  tons  would  be  available  for  further  exportations  and  the  January - 
1,  1961  carryover.  Cuba  has  an  obligation  under  the  International  Sugar 
Agreement  to  carry  a  reserve  of  about  300  ,  000  tons  ( 12  .  5%  of  the  basic 
export  tonnage  of  2,415,000  metric  tons)  as  of  December  31. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  on  July  22,  I960  increased  world  free 
market  quotas  in  effect  from  85  percent  to  100  percent  of  basic  export 
tonnages.  According  to  the  Council's  press  release,  this  action  will 
increase  marketable  supplies  by  929,000  metric  tons,  raw  value.  The 
quota  increases  of  countries  which  previously  declared  shortfalls  a- 
mount  to  264,250  tons.  The  se  inc  reases  and  pos  sibly  others  can  be  ex- 
pected to  be  redistributed  to  countries  capable  of  exporting  them. 

The  Council  further  resolved  to  raise  quotas  in  effect  to  105  percent 
of  basic  export  tonnages  if  the  world  market  price  remains  above  3.25 
cents  per  pound  for  seventeen  market  days  .  After  the  close  of  busi- 
ness on  July  22  ten  days  of  the  seventeen  days  had  passed.  An  in- 
crease from  100  to  105  percent  would  make  another  326,000  metric 
tons  available  to  the  world  market.  Finally  the  Council  resolved  to 
apply  the  tolerance  provisions  /Article  8(1)7  as  to  take  account  of  the 
consequences  of  the  structural  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  free 
market  situation  in  I960. 
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AMENDMENT  TO  THE  SUGAR  ACT,  PROCLAMATION 
BY  THE  PRESIDENT  AND  SUBSEQUENT  ACTIONS 
RELATING  TO  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


An  amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948  was  signed  and  a  Presidential 
Proclamation  and  statement  were  issued  on  July  6,  I960.  Subsequently 
a  series  of  administrative  actions  have  been  taken  affecting  the  avail- 
ability of  sugar  in  I960  under  Title  II  of  the  Act  and  under  the  new  sub- 
section 408(b) . 

The  chronology  of  the  announcements  of  these  actions  and  the  dates  of 
publication  in  the  Federal  Register  follow: 

July  6 ,  I960  -  Amendment  signed,  Proclamation  signed  and  statement 
is  sued . 

July  8,  I960  -  Policy  governing  purchase  of  sugar  to  replace  Cuban 
supplies  . 

July  8 ,  I960  -  Increase  in  total  I960  sugar  requirements  to  9,600,000 
short  tons,  raw  value;  Federal  Register  July  14,  I960. 

July  13,  I960  -  Deficits  in  quotas  for  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico  and  Virgin 
Islands  Prorated  to  Domestic  Beet  and  Mainland  Cane  sugar  areas; 
Federal  Register  July  16,  I960. 

July  14,  I960  -  Non-Quota  Purchase  Regulations  (SR  818)  and  initial 
quantities  announced;  Federal  Register  July  20,  I960. 

July  15,  I960  -  Increase  in  I960  Total  Sugar  Requirements  to 
10,000,000  short  tons,  raw  value;  Federal  Register,  July  21 ,  I960. 

July  21,  I960  -  Inc reases  Authori zed  Quantity  of  Non-quota  Sugar  Pur- 
chases. Scheduled  for  Federal  Register  July  27,  I960. 

The  status  of  quotas  at  close  of  business  on  July  21,  I960  is  shown  in 
Table  8.  After  the  last  item,  above ,  (Amendment  1  to  Sugar  Regula- 
tions 818,  issued  July  21,  I960)  is  published  in  the  Federal  Register, 
the  quantities  of  sugar  permitted  entry  in  I960  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  from  countries  for  which  quantities  have  been 
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established  pursuant  to  Sec.  408(b)  and  (c)  of  the  Act  are  as  summa- 
rized below:

The  quantities  above,  together  with  other  area  quotas  shown  in  Table 
8  distribute  9  ,  657  ,  079  short  tons,  raw  value  of  the  total  requirements 
of  10,000,000  tons  which  became  effective  on  July  21,  I960. 

The  Amendment  to  the  act,  Presidential  Proclamation  and  statement, 
and  the  press  releases  of  the  Department  concerning  administrative 
actions  are  reproduced  below  for  convenient  reference. 
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and  Press  Releases 


A.  An  Act  to  amend  theSugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended: 

(Public  Law  86-592,  86th  Congress ,  H.R.  12311,  July  6 ,  I960) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  412  of  the 
Sugar  Act  of  1948  (relating  to  termination  of  the  powers  of  the  Secre- 
tary under  the  Act)  is  amended  (l)by  striking  out  "December  31,  I960" 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "March  31,  1961,"  (2)  by  inserting ,  "  until 
March  31,  1961,"  after  "power ,  "  and  (3)  by  striking  out  "the  crop year 
I960  and  previous  crop  years"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "any  crop 
year  beginning  prior  to  March  31,  1961." 

Sec.  2.  Sections  4501  (c)  and  6412  (d)  (relating  to  the  termination  and 
refund  of  taxes  on  sugar)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954  are 
amended  by  striking  out  "June  30,  1961"  ineachplace  it  appears  there- 
in and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "September  30,  1961." 

Sec.  3.  Section  408  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended  (relating  to 
suspension  of  quotas),  is  amended  to  designate  such  section  as  sub- 
section "(a);"  and  to  add  a  new  subsection  "(b)"  as  follows: 

"(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  title  II  of  this  Act,  for  the 
period  ending  March  31,  1961: 

"(1)  The  President  shall  determine  notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
visions of  title  II,  the  quota  for  Cuba  for  the  balance  of  calendar  year 
I960  and  for  the  three-month  period  ending  March  31,  1961,  in  such 
amount  or  amounts  as  he  shall  find  from  time  to  time  to  be  in  the  na- 
tional interest:  Provided,  however,  That  in  no  event  shall  such  quota 
at  any  time  exceed  such  amount  as  would  be  provided  for  Cuba  under 
the  terms  of  title  II  in  the  absence  of  the  amendments  made  herein, 
and  such  determinations  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  pub- 
licationin  the  Federal  Register  of  the  President's  proclamation  there- 
of; 

"(2)  For  the  purposes  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  consumers 
in  the  United  States,  the  President  is  thereafter  authorized  to  cause  or 
permit  to  be  brought  or  imported  into  or  marketed  in  the  United  States, 
at  such  times  and  from  such  sources,  including  any  country  whose 
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quota  has  been  so  reduced,  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  he  deems  appropriate  under  the  prevailing  circumstances,  a  quan- 
tity of  sugar,  not  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  any  reductions  in  quotas  r?>ade 
pursuant  to  this  subsection:  Provided,  however,  That  any  part  of  such 
quantity  equivalent  to  the  proration  of  domestic  deficits  to  the  country 
whose  quota  has  been  reduced  may  be  allocated  to  domestic  areas  and 
the  remainder  of  such  quantity  (plus  any  part  of  such  allocation  that 
domestic  areas  are  unable  to  fill)  shall  be  apportioned  in  raw  sugar  as 
follows: 

"(i)  There  shall  first  be  purchased  from  other  foreign  countries 
forwhich  quotas  or  prorations  thereof  of  not  less  than  three  thou- 
sand or  more  than  ten  thousand  short  tQns,  raw  value,  are  pro- 
vided in  section  202  (c),  such  quantities  of  raw  sugar  as  are  re- 
quired to  permit  importation  in  such  calendar  year  of  a  total  of 
ten  thousand  short  tons,  raw  value,  from  such  country; 

"(ii)  There  shall  next  be  purchased  from  the  Republic  of  the  Phil- 
ippines 15  per  centum  of  the  remainder  of  such  importation; 

"(iii)  The  balance,  including  any  unfilled  balances  from  alloca- 
tions already  provided,  shall  be  purchased  from  foreign  countries 
having  quotas  under  section  202  (c),  other  than  those  provided  for 
in  the  preceding  subparagraph  (i),  in  amounts  prorated  according 
to  the  quotas  established  under  section  202  (c): 

Provided,  That  if  additional  amounts  of  sugar  are  required  the 
President  may  authorize  the  purchase  of  such  amounts  from  any 
foreign  countries  without  regard  to  allocation; 

"(3)  If  the  President  finds  that  raw  sugar  is  not  reasonably  avail- 
able, he  may,  as  provided  in  (2)  above  cause  or  permit  to  be  imported 
such  quantity  of  sugar  in  the  form  of  direct-consumption  sugar  as  may 
be  required . " 

Sec.  4.  Sections  101  (j),  203,  205  (a),  209  (a),  209  (c),  and  307  of 
the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  are  each  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  "The  Territory  of"  in  each  place  where  they  appear  therein. 

B .  Determination  of  Cuban  Sugar  Cuota  (July  6,  I960) 


by  The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America 
A  Proclamation  (3355) 
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1.  WHEREAS  on  December  17,  1959,  the  I960  sugar  quota  for  Cuba 
was  determined  pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended, 
(7  U.S.C.  1100  et  seq.) ,  at  3,119,655  short  tons ,  raw  value ,  of  which 
2,379.903  short  tons,  raw  value,  have  heretofore  been  certified  for 
entry,  pursuant  to  regulations  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
(7  CFR  817),  leaving  739,752  short  tons,  raw  value,  not  yet  so  certi- 
fied; and 

2.  WHEREAS  section  408(b)(1)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948, as  amended  by 
the  act  of  July  6,  I960,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Sugar  Act  of 
1948,  as  Amended,  "provides  that  the  President  shall  determine,  not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  of  Title  II  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948, 
as  amended,  the  quota  for  Cuba  for  the  balance  of  calendar  year  I960 
and  for  the  three-month  period  ending  March  31,  1961,  in  such  amount 
or  amounts  as  he  shall  find  from  time  to  time  to  be  in  the  national  in- 
terest: Provided,  however,  That  in  no  event  shall  such  quota  exceed 
such  amount  as  would  be  provided  for  Cuba  under  the  terms  of  Title  II 
of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  in  the  absence  of  section  408(b); 
and 

3.  WHEREAS  section  408(b)(1)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended, 
further  provides  that  determinations  made  by  the  President  thereunder 
shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  publication  in  the  Federal 
Register;  and 

4.  WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  section  408(b)(1)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948, 
as  amended,  I  find  it  to  be  in  the  national  interest  that  the  quotafor 
Cuba  under  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  for  the  balance  of  cal- 
endar year  I960  shall  be  39,752  tons,  raw  value,  plus  the  sugar  certi- 
fied prior  to  July  3,  I960,  for  entry  but  not  yet  entered,  or  withdrawn 
from  warehouse,  for  consumption: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority 
vested  in  me  by  section  408(b)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended, 
and  section  301  of  title  3  of  the  United  States  Code,  and  as  President 
of  the  United  States: 

1.  Do  hereby  determine  that  in  the  national  interest  the  quota  for 
Cuba  pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  for  the  bal- 
ance of  calendar  year  I960  shall  be  39,752  tons,  raw  value,  plus 
the  sugar  certified  prior  to  July  3,  I960,  for  entry  but  not  yet 
entered,    or  withdrawn  from   warehouse , for  consumption;  and 
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2.  Do  hereby  delegate  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  authority 
vested  in  the  President  by  section  408(b)(2)  and  section  408(b)(3) 
of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  such  authority  to  be  exer- 
cised with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

This  proclamation  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  publication 
in  the  Federal  Register.

Statement  by  the  President  (July  6,  I960) 

I  have  today  approved  legislation  enacted  by  the  Congress  which  au- 
thorizes the  President  to  determine  Cuba' s  sugar  quota  for  the  balance 
of  calendar  year  I960  and  for  the  three-month  period  ending  March  31, 
1961.  In  conformity  with  this  legislation  I  have  signed  a  proclamation 
which,  in  the  national  interest,  establishes  the  Cuban  sugar  quota  for 
the  balance  of  I960  at  39,752  short  tons,  plus  the  sugar  certified  for 
entry  prior  to  July  3 ,  I960.  This  represents  a  reduction  of  700 , 000 
short  tons  from  the  original  I960  Cuban  quota  of  3,119,655  short  tons.

This  deficit  will  be  filled  by  purchases  from  other  free  world  sup- 
pliers . 
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The  importance  of  the  United  States  Government's  action  relating  to 
sugar  quota  legislation  makes  it  desirable,  I  believe,  to  set  forth  the 
reasons  which  led  the  Congress  to  authorize  and  the  Executive  to  take 
this  action  in  the  national  interest. 

Normally  about  one -third  of  our  total  sugar  supply  comes  from  Cuba. 
Despite  every  effort  on  our  part  to  maintain  traditionally  friendly  re- 
lations, the  Government  of  Cuba  is  now  following  a  course  which  raises 
serious  question  as  to  whether  the  United  States  can,  in  the  long-run, 
continue  to  rely  upon  that  country  for  such  large  quantities  of  sugar. 
I  believe  that  we  would  fail  in  our  obligation  to  our  people  if  we  did  not 
take  steps  to  reduce  our  reliance  for  a  major  food  product  upon  a 
nation  which  has  embarked  upon  a  deliberate  policy  of  hostility  toward 
the  United  States. 

The  Government  of  Cuba  has  committed  itself  to  purchase  substantial 
quantities  of  goods  from  the  Soviet  Union  under  barter  arrangements. 
It  has  chosen  to  undertake  to  pay  for  these  goods  with  sugar  --  traded 
at  prices  well  below  those  which  it  has  obtained  in  the  United  States. 
The  inescapable  conclusion  is  that  Cuba  has  embarked  on  a  course  of 
action  to  commit  steadily  increasing  amounts  of  its  sugar  crop  to  trade 
with  the  Communist  bloc,  thus  making  its  future  ability  to  fill  the  sugar 
needs  of  the  United  States  ever  more  uncertain. 

It  has  been  with  the  most  genuine  regret  that  this  Government  has  been 
compelled  to  alter  the  heretofore  mutually  beneficial  sugar  trade 
between  the  United  States  and  Cuba.  Under  the  system  which  has  existed 
up  to  this  time ,  the  people  of  Cuba,  particularly  those  who  labor  in  the 
cane  fields  and  in  the  mills,  have  benefited  from  the  maintenance  of  an 
assured  market  in  the  United  States,  where  Cuban  sugar  commands  a 
price  well  above  that  which  could  be  obtained  in  the  world  market. 
These  benefits  also  reached  many  others  whose  livelihood  was  related 
to  the  sugar  industry  on  the  island  . 

The  American  people  will  always  maintain  their  friendly  feelings  for 
the  people  of  Cuba.  We  look  forward  to  the  day  when  the  Cuban  Govern- 
ment will  once  again  allow  this  friendship  to  be  fully  expressed  in  the 
relations  between  our  two  countries. 

D .  Policy  Governing  Purchase  of  Sugar  to  Replace  Cuban  Supplies 
(July  8,  I960) 

On  July  6  the  President  issued  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  Cuban  sugar  quota  for  the  balance  of  calendar  year  I960  . 
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The  President  indicated  that  replacement  sugar  would  be  purchased 
from  other  free  world  suppliers.  Questions  have  arisen  as  to  how  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  would  implement  this  decision,  principally 
about  how  the  purchases  would  be  made  and  at  what  price. 

In  obtaining  sugar  to  replace  Cuban  supplies  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  use  private  trade  facilities.  Plans  are  now  being  developed  to  au- 
thorize purchases  through  trade  channels  as  is  now  the  practice. 

It  has  also  been  determined  that  sugar  will  be  purchased  first  from 
countries  in  which  it  is  produced  and  in  general  on  the  basis  of  prices 
prevailing  in  the  United  States  market.  In  the  event  any  sugar  is  pur- 
chased from  sources  other  than  the  country  of  production,  only  world 
market  prices  would  be  paid. 

E.  Increase  in  Determination  of  Total  Sugar  Requirements 
(July  8,  I960) 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  an  increase  of 
200,000  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for  I960  -- 
from  9,400,000  to  9,600,000  tons. 

The  official  "Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations"  for  this  action 
follows: 

"On  Dec.  17,  1959,  total  sugar  quotas  for  I960  were  established 
at  9,400,000  tons,  the  same  as  the  final  level  for  last  year.  Dis- 
tribution during  the  first  half  of  I960  was  111,000  tons  larger  than 
for  the  first  half  of  19  59  and  the  period  of  seasonally  heavy  con- 
sumption is  at  hand.  To  make  certain  that  there  will  be  no  short- 
age of  raw  sugar  in  light  of  these  facts  and  the  shift  in  sources  of 
supplies  from  Cuba  to  other  areas,  the  total  requirements  are 
hereby  increased  to  9,600,000  tons." 

Department  officials  pointed  out  that  today's  action  although  increasing 
the  level  of  sugar  requirements  by  200,000  tons,  actually  makes  avail- 
able only  140,000  tons  of  new  quota  supplies  since  the  President's 
proclamation  of  July  6  precludes  the  allocation  to  Cuba  of  approxi- 
mately 60,000  tons  that  normally  would  have  been  allotted  to  Cuba  un- 
der the  Act  prior  to  the  recent  amendment.

F.  Deficits  in  Sugar  Quotas  for  Hawaii, 

Puerto  Rico  and 

Virgin 

Islands  Prorated  (July  13, 

1960) 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  the  proration  of 
quota  deficits  of  225,000  tons  of  sugar  for  Hawaii,  325,000  tons  for 
Puerto  Rico  and  8,000  tons  for  the  Virgin  Islands.  These  deficits,  to- 
taling 558,000  tons,  were  prorated  426,700  tons  to  the  Domestic  Beet 
Sugar  Area  and  131,300  tons  to  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area. 
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The  Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations  for  this  action,  as  contain- 
ed in  Sugar  Regulation  811,  follows: 

"Deficits  in  the  quotas  for  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands 
are  determined  in  Sec.  811.4  (a)  on  the  basis  of  the  quotas  for  these 
areas  as  established  in  Sec .  811.2  and  the  expectation  that  the  total 
supply  of  sugar  available  for  marketing  in  the  continental  United  States 
from  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands  will  not  exceed 
940,444;  893,620  and  8,618  short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively.  The 
harvesting  of  the  crop  in  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands  has  been 
completed.  The  harvesting  of  the  crop  in  Hawaii  will  continue  until 
late  in  the  year  .  11 

In  announcing  the  action  Department  officials  observed  that  of  the  total 
deficits,  155,334  short  tons,  raw  value,  were  allocated  to  these  two 
domestic  areas  (Beet  and  Mainland  Cane)  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
cently enacted  Sec.  408  (b)  of  the  Act  and  the  July  6,  I960,  determi- 
nation by  the  President  of  the  quota  for  Cuba  ( Proclamation  No.  3355). 

G.  Non-quota  Sugar  Regulation  (July  14,  I960) 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today  that  the  Secre- 
tary with  the  concurrence  of  Secretary  of  State  has  issued  Sugar  Reg- 
ulation 818,  "Requirements  Relating  to  Non-quota  Purchase  Sugar  for 
I960." 

The  regulation  establishes  the  general  terms  of  purchase  and  the  pro- 
cedures which  govern  importation  of  raw  sugar  purchased  pursuant  to 
the  recent  amendment  of  the  Sugar  Act,  Public  Law  86 - 592  approved 
July  6,  I960,  and  the  President's  Proclamation  of  the  same  date.  In 
the  proclamation,  the  President  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, acting  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  au- 
thority (vested  in  the  President  by  Sec.  408(b)(2)  and  Sec.  408(b)(3)  of 
the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended)  "to  cause  or  permit  to  be  brought 
or  imported  into  or  marketed  in  the  United  States  a  quantity  of  sugar 
not  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  any  reduction  in  the  quota  for  Cuba.  " 

The  regulation  also  contains  a  partial  list  of  the  countries,  and  the 
quantities  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  which  may  be  imported  during 
calendar  year  I960  from  each,  as  follows:

The  regulations  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  to  increase  the 
quantities  of  sugar  that  may  be  imported  from  the  above-named  coun- 
tries and  to  establish  quantities  of  sugar  that  may  be  imported  from 
countries  or  groups  of  countries  not  named  above. 

Purchases  will  be  made  through  the  usual  trade  channels  and  to  the 
extent  pos sible  the  requirement s  relating  to  importation  parallel  those 
which  apply  to  quota  sugar. 

H.  Increase  in  Determination  of  Total  Sugar  Requirements 
(July  15,  I960) 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  an  increase  of 
400,000  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for  I960  from 
9,600,000  to  10,000,000  tons. 

The  Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations  for  this  action  follows: 

"Sec.  201  of  the  act  directs  the  Secretary  to  determine  for  each  calen- 
dar year  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  con- 
sumers in  the  continental  United  States  and  to  revise  such  determina- 
tion during  the  calendar  year  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary.  The 
section  sets  forth  criteria  to  guide  the  Secretary  in  his  determinations 
and  states  that  such  determinations  shall  be  made  so  as  to  protect  the 
welfare  of  consumers  and  of  those  engaged  in  the  domestic  sugar  in- 
dustry by  providing  such  supply  of  sugar  as  will  be  consumed  at  prices 
which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consume  rs  and  which  will  fairly  and  eq- 
uitably maintain  and  protect  the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry. 

'Accordingly,  it  is  essential  to  obtain  a  steady  flow  of  raw  sugar  sup- 
plies to  achieve  the  statutory  objectives.  Cuba  has  been  our  principal 
source  of  raw  sugar  supplies.  Total  importations  permissible  from 
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this  source  under  the  President's  Proclamation  3355  have  now  been  au- 
thorized. Supplies  not  obtained  from  Cuba  must  be  obtained  from  many- 
other  areas.  Inevitably  there  must  be  a  shift  and  diversification  of 
sources  of  supply.  Existing  inventories,  although,  substantial,  are 
not  considered  adequate  to  compensate  for  the  supply  problems  inher- 
ent in  such  shifts  .  Taking  into  consideration  the  statutory  criteria,  a 
sugar  requirements  determination  of  10,000,000  tons  is  necessary  to 
provide  such  supply  of  sugar  as  will  be  consumed  at  prices  which  will 
not  be  excessive  to  consumers  and  whichwill  fairly  and  equitably  main- 
tain and  protect  the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry. 

"The  increase  in  total  sugar  requirements  of  400,000  tons  will  enlarge 
the  quotas  of  full -duty  countries  approximately  60,000  tons.  The  in- 
crease in  requirements  plus  the  determination  of  domestic  deficits 
made  herein  would,  except  for  the  Presidential  Proclamation  3355, 
have  increased  Cuba1  s  quota  by  approximately  340,000  tons.  Authority 
exists  under  P.L.  86-592  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  such  quantity 
from  other  countries  .  "

I.    Authorized  Quantity  of  Non-quota  Sugar  Purchases  Increased 
(July  21,  I960) 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today  that  the  Secre- 
tary, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  has  authorized 
the  purchase  of  an  additional  617,385  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  from  17 
countries  during  I960.  On  July  14,  I960  (press  release  USDA  2033-60) 
the  USDA authorized  purchase  of  137,234  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  from 
six  of  these  countries.  With  today's  increase,  a  total  of  754,619  tons 
of  non-quota  sugar  has  been  authorized  for  purchase  during  I960. 

The  "Statement  of  Findings  and  Bases  and  Considerations  "for  today's 
action  follows: 

"On  July  14,  I960,  pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  and 
further  amended  by  P.L.  86-592,  approved  July  6,  I960,  the  purchase 
of  approximately  1 37 ,  000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  non-quota  purchase 
sugar  from  six  countries  was  authorized  under  subparagraphs  (i)  and 

(ii)  of  Sec.  408  (b)(2)  of  the  act.  The  quantity  of  sugar  which  may  now 
be  authorized  for  purchase  under  Sec.  408  (b)  and  the  President' s  Proc- 
lamation 3355  (25  F.R.  6414)  is  1,097,540  short  tons,  raw  value . 

"Of  this  quantity  a  total  of  51,479  short  tons,  raw  value,  has  been  au- 
thorized for  purchase  from  Haiti,  Netherlands,  China,  Panama  and 
Costa  Rica,  under  subparagraphs  (i)  and  (iii)  of  Sec.  408  (b)(2).  A 
quantity  of  109  >  755  short  tons,  raw  value,  has  been  authorized  for 
purchase  from  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  under  subparagraph  (ii) 
of  Sec.  408  (b)(2).  A  quantity  of  411,038  short  tons,  raw  value,  from 
other  countries  for  which  quotas  have  been  established  under  Sec.  202 
(c)  of  the  act  has  been  authorized  for  purchase  under  subparagraph 

(iii)  of  Sec.  408  (b)  (2).  The  quantities  for  each  of  the  latter  groupof 
countries  have  been  established  pro  rata  on  the  basis  of  the  quotas  es- 
tablishedfor  these  countries  under  Sec.  202  (c)  of  the  act  to  the  extent 
of  the  ability  of  each  such  country  to  supply  sugar.  The  proviso  in  sub- 
paragraph (iii)  of  Sec.  408  (b)(2)  authorizes  the  purchase  of  additional 
sugar  without  regard  to  allocations  provided  for  in  subparagraphs  (i) , 
(ii)  and  (iii)  of  that  sectionif  additional  amounts  of  sugar  are  required. 
Pursuant  to  that  proviso  additional  quantities  have  been  authorized  for 
purchase  from  the  following  countries  in  short  tons,  raw  value:  British 
West  Indies  and  British  Guiana,  70,000;  Brazil,  100,347;  El  Salvador, 
6,000;  and  Guatemala,  6,000. 
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"Not  authorized  for  purchase  at  this  time  are  the  Dominican  Republic 
apportionment  under  subparagraph  (iii)  of  Sec.  408  (b)(2)  of  291,893 
short  tons,  raw  value,  and  51,028  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  the  Re- 
public of  the  Philippines  apportionment  under  subparagraph  (ii)  of  Sec  . 
408  (b)(2). 

"The  regulation  can  be  amended  from  time  to  time  to  increase  or  de- 
crease the  quantities  of  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  from  any  of  the 
countries  named  if  it  later  appears  that  supplies  from  any  country  will 
not  be  forthcoming  in  a  manner  that  meets  the  requirements  of  this 
market . 


"It  is  hereby  found  that  raw  sugar  is  not  reasonably  available  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  to  supply  our  requirements  during  the  summer  months. 
Accordingly,  sugar  testing  in  excess  of  99  degrees  polarization  may 
be  authorized  for  purchase  for  arrival  in  the  United  States  prior  to 
September  30  from  certain  countries  specified  in  Sec.  818.4  provided 
that  such  sugar  in  excess  of  2,000  tons  from  any  such  specified  coun- 
try is  destined  to  be  further  refined  or  improved  in  quality  in  the  Unit- 
ed States . 


"To  permit  such  non-quota  purchase  sugar  to  be  marketed  in  an  orderly 
manner  it  is  essential  that  this  regulation  be  made  effective  immedi- 
ately. Therefore,  it  is  hereby  determined  and  found  that  compliance 
with  the  notice ,  procedure,  and  effective  date  requirements  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Procedure  Act  is  unnecessary,  impracticable,  and  con- 
trary to  the  public  interest,  and  these  amendments  to  the  regulations 
shall  become  effective  when  published  in  the  Federal  Register.  (Sched- 
uled for  July  26  .)"

During  May  stocks  of  each 
type  of  primary  distributor  decreased  --  refiners  by  147,000  tons  (but 
were  still  111,000  tons  larger  than  a  year  ago),  beet  processors  by 
178,000,  importers  of  direct- consumption  sugar  by  8,000  tons,  and 
mainland  sugarcane  processors  by  about  5,000  tons. 

3.  Quota  charges  January-June  I960  were  5,377,785  short  tons,  raw 
value,  up  729,000  tons  from  same  1959  period.  About  500,000  tons  of 
this  increase  is  sugar  authorized  for  entry  after  the  end  of  June  that 
would  not  have  been  included  under  procedures  followed  in  1959- 

4.  R egionally ,  January-May  I960  sugar  deliveries  were  within  0.5 
percent  of  the  same  1959  period  to  the  New  England  and  Middle  Atlantic 
regions,  were  the  same  in  both  years  to  the  Southern  region,  but  to 
the  Western  and  Southern  regions  they  were  9.3  and  4.3  percent,  re- 
spectively, smaller  in  I960  than  in  1959. 

5.  First  quarter  I960  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  were  7.1 
percent  larger  than  in  the  same  1959  quarter,  and  to  non-industrial 
buyers  4.6  percent  larger.  Increases  were  shown  by  all  industrial 
sub-groups  except  for  multiple  and  miscellaneous  food  uses.  Deliv- 
eries of  sugar  for  use  in  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products  increased 
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by  13.9  percent;  in  canned,  bottled  and  frozen  foods  by  7.  6;  in  confec- 
tionery and  related  products  by  5.4  percent,  and  in  other  food  sub- 
groups by  smaller  percentages  .  The  small  non-foods  category  increase 
was  77.3  percent.  Deliveries  to  the  non -industrial  groups  increased, 
also.  Those  to  hotels,  restaurants,  and  institutions  increased  by  16.9 
percent,  and  to  retail  grocers,  chain  stores  and  super-markets  by  8.1 
percent . 

Corn  sweeteners  sales  in  first  quarter  I960  were  up  5.2  from  the 
same  19  59  period.
